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NEW FARMERS’ 
_ DEBT ACT IN 
EFFECT HERE 


Maj. M. A. MacPherson, 
K.C., in City to Instruct | 
Receivers 


The Dominion government's new 
deal for debt-ridden farmers will be 
put into operation here Tuesday | 


when Major M. A. MacPherson, | 
K.C., representative of the depart- | 
ment of finance, Ottawa, will in-| 
struct official receivers appointed | 
under the Farmers’ Creditors’ Ar- | 
rangement act in their duties. The 
conference between Major Mac- 
Pherson and the official receivers 
opened this morning at the Mac- 
donald hotel. 

Major MacPherson, who is a 
former attorney-general and pro- | 
vincial treasurer of Saskatchewan, | 
arrived in Edmonton Tuesday morn- | 
ing from Saskatoon, and will leave | 
for Calgary this evening to confer | 
with official receivers appointed for | 
the southern part of the province. 
The conference for Calgary is 
scheduled for Wednesday. | 

The Farmers’ Creditors Arrange- | 
ment Act was passed at the last! 
session of the Dominion parliament | 
for the specific purpose of dealing | 
with the financial difficulties of 
farmers and to establish a simple 
and inexpensive method to permit 
the farmer to compound his debts 
where an agreement cannot be) 
arrived at between farmers and 
their creditors, stated Major Mac- 
Pherson. ; 


ASSIGNMENT PROVIDED 


Under the act compromises or re- 
arrangements may be effected of 
the debts of those farmers who are 
unable to pay, but whose state- 
; ments of affairs and general desire 
| indicate hope of success. Where the 
| indebtedness is out of all propor- 
| tion to the assets the act provides 
| for an assignment at little cost to 
| the farmer, he said. 
| The legislation makes available to 
| both the debtor and the creditor the 
| opportunity that there may be fair 
investigation of the true situation. 
If debtor and creditors at their 
meetings cannot agree there is pro- 
vision for appeal to a board of re- 
view which can formulate a bind- 
ing proposal based on the present 
and prospective capability of the 
debtor to perform and on the pro-/ 
ductivity of the farm, continued 
Major MacPherson. 

The procedure to be followed by 
| the farmer seeking relief is simple. 
He should apply to the official re- 
| ceiver appointed under the act in 
| his judicial district. This official 
will assist the farmer in making} 
| out his statement of affairs, and in| 
| making a proposal to his creditors. 
| This proposal and a statement of the | 
| farmer's affairs will be sent to each | 

creditor by the official receiver, 
| who will at the same time acquaint 
them of the date and place of meet- 
ing between debtor and creditors, 
he stated. | 


EXTENSION OF TIME 

The proposal of a farmer may 
provide for a compromise or ai} 
fextension of times or a scheme of | 
jarrangement in relation to a debt 
lowing a s®cured creditor, or in re-| 
lation to a debt owing to a person 
who has acquired moveable or im- 
moveable property subject to right 
of redemption. In the latter two 
cases the concurrence of the secur | 
ed creditor shall be required ex- 
cept in cases of proposals formul-| 
ated and confirmed by the Board 
of Review, the tribunal to which re- 
quest can be made by either debtor | 
or creditor when the official re- 
ceiver fails to make satisfactory ar- 
rangements b-tween farmer and his 
creditors, continued Major Mac-| 
Pherson. | 

When the farmer files a proposal 
with the official receiver it acts 
asa stay of proceedings, and no ac-| 
tion can be taken against the} 
farmer for a period of 60 days from | 
the date of filing, but from the date 
lof filing all the property of the 
farmer is under the authority of 
the court pending the final dispos- 
ition of any prectedings in connec- | 
tion with the proposal, he stated. } 

In each province there is pro- 
vision for a Board of Review which 
shall consist of a chief commis- 
sioner, and two other commission- 
jers, one of whom shall be appointed 
|to represent the farmers, the other 
|the creditors. The chief commis- 
sioner shall be a judge of the Su- 
perior or Supreme court of the! 
province. Mr. Justice T. M. Tweedie 
has been appointed for Alberta. 


'FORMULATY PROPOSAL

WHOSE “RESERVE” IS IT? 

From Mukden comes a report that the an- 
nexation of Jehol to Manchukuo will “give 
Japan a vast reserve of coking coal, one great 
and essential natural resource noticeably lack- 
ing in the Japanese Empire.” 

The announcement evidently comes from an 
informed Japanese source. The value of the 
fuel obvious. But the despatch-maker in 
his enthusiasm seems to have forgotten what is 
the official version ‘of the political geography 
of that part of the Orient 

Tokio has been careful to inform the world, 
insistently and emphatically, that Manchukuo 
is a sovereign independent state, not a part of 
the Japanese Empire. But from the capital of 
this supposedly sovereign independent state 
comes the announcement that Manchukuo's 
newly acquired coking coal deposits form a 
“vast reserve” for Japan, the more timely and 
valuable because elsewhere in its dominions 
Japan has no coal of that kind. 

This is confusing. It is much like saying the 
coal resources of Canada form a “vast reserve”

for the United States—if Mmnchukuo, like 
Canada, is a sovereign independent state. 
The astute Oriental mind behind that Muk- 


den despatch seems to have lost the customary 
self-possession and admitted in the excitement 
over the new discovery what Tokio has stead- 
fastly denied—that Manchukuo is only a camou- 
flaged Japanese protectorate, created for the 
purpose of taking territory away from China 
and bringing it into possession of Japan.

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Mention of the custom of some prison doc- 
tors to give condemned men a helpful “shot” 
before they step into eternity, recalls a story 
remote enough now and sufficiently screemed 
to repeat. 

Two young chaps a few years ago were con- 
demned to the gallows for having killed a 
young man in an attempted hold-up. I report- 
ed their trial. Both were found guilty on the 
instruction of the judge that where two men 
agree upon a joint criminal enterprise, they are 
equally responsible for the outcome. The jury 
was instructed that even if one had been un- 
aware that the other intended to kill, the fact 
that they were jointly engaged in a criminal 
undertaking made them equally responsible for 
the shooting. 

Strong efforts were made by women’s organ- 
isations and other bodies to have the Minister 
of Justice commute the sentence on both be- 
cause of their youth, and failing that, on one 
because of the belief that he was unaware 
that his companion intended to shoot their 
victim 

Came the morning of the date set for execu- 
tion. The prison doctor was a kindly chap who 
felt a sympathy for the two boys. One espe- 
cially, was in a state of near collapse, when 
half an hour before the time set for execution, 
the expected reprieve had not arrived. With 
hope gone and wishing to spare the boy what 
mental torture he could, he gave the youth 
before he left the cell fdr the gallows so strong 
a hypodermic that it completely dulled his 
mental and physical senses.

Some of my present readers may have seen 
a short, short story in a popular magazine, based 
on a similar theme.

When your doctor tells you that you have 
gastritis, he does not mean that you have gas, 
but he means that you have an inflammation of 
your stomach. An acute attack of gastritis may 
be very disturbing, often being accompanied by 


vomiting and a knowledge that the food is 
remaining in the stomach for 
a much longer time than it 
should. There may also be a 
severe headache, usually in 
the front of the head, or the 
whole back and base of the 
skull may feel ready to burst. 
This is accompanied by a 
feverish feeling and very un- 
pleasant breath with profound 
muscular fatigue, and poor 
appetite. Following the severe 
pains of the somach there may 
be something like an attack of colic followed by 
diarrhea which may remain for a few hours or 
a few days and upon pressing the stomach it 
will be found tender and sensitive. 

An attack of this nature frequently follows 
the eating of foods which the patient knows 
upset him, such as pickles, or beans; or it may 
come on after eating an unusual dish or foreign 
mixture, such as rich Oriental, Chinese or 
Spanish dishes. Those with delicate stomachs 
are especially predisposed toward attacks of 
acute gastritis. \ 

Because of the inflammation of the stomach, 
it is advisable to fast for a few days, ufing no 
solid food whatever, but drinking large quan- 
tities of water and using an enema until the 
irritating substances have been entirely elim- 
inated. 

Chronic gastritis is usually the result of 
many years of dietetic indiscretion, and is much 
harder to cure than acute gastritis. Continually 
overeating or swallowing food hastily and in 
large chunks, or the continual use of strong 
condiments, or using foods containing large 
amounts of grease, or drinking gulps of cold 
water, or eating irregularly, will all tend to be 
factors in producing chronic gastritis. 

Sometimes large quantities of mucus may be 
present in the stomach, although this is not al- 
ways the case. The patient with gastritis will 
seem to have a heavy lump in the stomach after 
eating any food, and these patients usually be- 
lieve that their stomachs will never behave as 
a normal stomach should as long as they live. 

Sometimes when there is a pronounced pain 
in the stomach, the patient may find that the 
pain is relieved after eating, and he is con- 
stantly tempted to take im more food, which 
actually prevents recovery. 

In many cases, pat.*nts suffering from 
chronic gastritis will be under the impression 
they are continually hungry. This is because 
the pain from the inflamed lining of the stom- 
ach is registered in the same portion of the 
brain as hunger, and the two sensations are 
confused. 

Chronic gastritis should be cleared up as 
soon as possible, because if it is allowed to con- 
tinue it frequently results in ulers.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Harold C. asks: “What is the 
effect of anger or feer on the digestive system? 
Could a severe spell of indigestion be attribu- 
table to eating when angry?” 

ANSWER: Apparently certain toxins are 
generated when one becomes angry. It is 
known that strong emotions such as anger and 
fear produce a temporary paralysis of the 
digestive tract. This may produce a form of 
indigestion through the delayed digestion of 
food substances. Destructive emotions are im- 
portant factors in the development of not only 
acute but chronic indigestion. 

QUESTION: I have been troubled with 
headaches for a long time, and I tried an orange 
juice fast to relieve them, but I broke out so 
dreadfully with smal] pimples after two or 
three days that I quit. What could have caused 
this?” 

ANSWER: The breaking out that you had 
while on the fast was no doubt a dietetic crisis, 
and the eruptions on your skin were caused by 
the increased elimination of toxins which irri- 
tated the skin as they passed through it. You 
should have continued on the fast a few days 
longer and they would have disappeared, after 
which you cculd have used a well-balanced 
diet and beep careful of your food combinations, 
when I feel Sure you would have noticed im- 
provement.
